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Council is being ‘steered 
in the wrong direction’

UNION members are calling for ques¬ 
tions to be asked over the leadership 
of the district council, claiming James 
Palmer is “steering them in the wrong 
direction”. 

Unison members at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council say 
Cllr Palmer is pressing ahead with rad¬ 
ical changes in both the make-up of 
the council - and to the way services 
are provided - without consultations 
having finished. 

They also say he and fellow 
Conservatives have dismissed the 
views of external consultants appoint¬ 
ed at a cost of £34,000 to help improve 
the way the council operates, and that 
they have produced their own propos¬ 
als to reduce staff and services. 

As previously reported, more than 20 
staff could be made redundant as a 
result of the changes. 

Speaking last week, Cllr Palmer said 
“radical” changes are needed at the 
authority - but Liberal Democrat lead¬ 
er Gareth Wilson accused the 
Conservatives of making “unneces¬ 
sary cuts”. 

Now workers’ union Unison has 
waded into the row. 

Julie Cornwell, who works for the 
council and is chairman of the union’s 
East Cambs branch, said: “Cllr Palmer 
has clearly made up his mind to go 
ahead with the proposals prior to the 
end of the consultation period, leaving 
us little choice but to argue that the

consultation is not genuine. 

“This is a great shame when our taxes 
should be spent delivering excellent 
services to our communities, not 
redressing council blunders. 

“Perhaps the time has come for our 
councillors to consider if the current 
leadership is steering them in the 
wrong direction. 

“We certainly feel Cllr Palmer’s disre¬ 
gard for due process now makes his 
position untenable.” 

Phil Gooden, Unison’s regional offic¬ 
er, says Cllr Palmer’s restructure will 
have a “devastating” impact on servic¬ 
es. 

He said: “We are increasingly con¬ 
cerned that councillors have not had 
the opportunity to debate these new 


proposals or fully understand the 
impact on services. The reduction of 
staff will mean priorities, such as a new 
cinema and leisure centre, could be 
delayed or scrapped. 

“We have no confidence that council 
leaders fully understand the devastat¬ 
ing impact their changes will have on 
services, such as food safety and sup¬ 
port for the elderly. 

“The new structure is not only 
unworkable but the changes will see 
experienced staff leave the council.” 

Cllr Palmer insists any changes will 
be for the better. 

He said: “We must plan for a future 
where we can deliver the services 
which our residents need. 

“This means putting in place a struc¬ 
ture which allows the council to focus 
more on what communities require by 
becoming more commercially-minded 
and meeting their demands. 

“Given the uncertain future for coun¬ 
cil funding, we simply do not have the 
luxury of time to hope things change 
for the better. 

“This is why we have used and built 
upon the work of Improvement East to 
develop an authority which can ensure 
projects and services such as a cinema 
and cutting homelessness can be deliv¬ 
ered. 

“We are currently in a period of con¬ 
sultation regarding these changes but I 
assure everyone the future for the 
authority will be bleak if we do not look 
to make savings now before it is too 
late.”

A ‘50:50 auction’ was held at Little 
Downham Village Hall on Saturday. 

Residents took along everything from 
sets of china to large pieces of furniture to 
go under the hammer, with half of the 
money going to the seller and the other 


half going to the village hall refurbishment 
fund. 

Patti Quant, chairman of the village hall 
committee and one of the organisers, 
said: “The auction went really well 
considering it’s a very low key event. 

“We had a lovely mixture of lots and we 
raised around £330 for the fund. 


“We’d like to thank everyone for their 
support and we’re excited about the 
refurbishment - it’s certainly long 
overdue.” 

Work on refurbishing the hall is now 
underway and is being managed by local 
architect Greg Saberton, who grew up in 
the village. 


Last ditch plea from 
Dial a Ride chief 


THE chief executive (CEO) of Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride has issued a last 
ditch plea for council chiefs not to 
slash the charity’s funding. 

Almost 1,000 elderly, disabled and 
vulnerable residents in East 
Cambridgeshire benefit from the 
community bus service each year but 
- as reported last week - the charity is 
at risk of folding. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
bosses are planning to cut its annual 
funding - as well as the subsidies on 
bus passes. 

Martin Curtis, council leader, insists 
the authority will help community 
transport schemes such as Dial a Ride 
to find “other income streams” but 
Gillian Leeper, the charity’s CEO, and 
its users insist the charity will fold if 
the planned cuts go ahead. 

Mrs Leeper said: “The true losers are 
our members. Those who have no 
other means of transport, are frail, 
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may have a disability, or are isolated as 
there is no public transport where 
they live. 

“The implication for Dial a Ride is a 
reduction in income of about £30,000 
a year which enables it to operate a 
Dial a Ride service. 

“Currently we are able to transport a 
member for £3.50 to £4 and we are able 
to claim the same amount back from 
the county council. 

“Without this subsidy we will have to 
charge £7 to £8 which is far too much 
to pay to get to a doctor, dentist, opti¬ 
cian or to go shopping. 

“There has been no consultation or 
help offered so far. All we want to do is 
transport those that need the most 
help. 

“We just need a bit of support from 
our county council to provide an 
essential service.” 


UKIP county councillor Daniel 
Divine, whose ward is Littleport, is 
worried and says he will be opposing 
the cuts. 

He said: “I acknowledge that the 
council faces severe budgetary 
restraints and that grants need to be 
reviewed. 

“However, the extent of the proposed 
cuts will put Dial a Ride at serious risk, 
contribute to the loss of community 
transport in East Cambridgeshire and 
threaten the jobs of more than 40 local 
people employed by Dial a Ride. 

“I will be opposing these proposed 
grant reductions.” 

The cuts are being discussed at the 
authority’s full council meeting on 
Tuesday, February 18. 

The meeting is being held at Shire 
Hall in Cambridge at 10.30am and 
Dial a Ride is urging members of the 
public who are in support of the char¬ 
ity to attend. 


Driver stuck in floodwater 
is rescued by firefighters 


Tumble dryer fire at pub 
sparks 999 call-out 


A WOMAN had to be res¬ 
cued by firefighters after 
her car got stuck in floods. 

The woman’s blue 
Vauxhall Astra became sub¬ 
merged in water on The 
Causeway in Sutton Gault - 
a route which has been 
flooded for weeks - in the 
dark. 

The rescue happened at 
around 5.25pm on Friday. 

A spokesman for 


Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said one 
crew from Ely and two 
crews from Huntingdon 
attended and used a rescue 
sled to bring the woman to 
safety. The rescue took 
more than an hour. 

Motorists are being urged 
to steer clear of The 
Causeway, as well as the 
flooded A1101 Welney 
Causeway. 


A FIRE broke out at a pub in 
Ely on Saturday. 

Firefighters were called to 
the Royal Standard, in 
Forehill, after a tumble 
dryer caught fire. 

The blaze broke out at 
around 7.15am and crews 
from Ely and Littleport 
attended. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: 


“Firefighters arrived to find 
a tumble dryer on fire in the 
building. 

“Wearing breathing appa¬ 
ratus they extinguished it 
using a hose reel and a car¬ 
bon dioxide extinguisher. 
They returned to their sta¬ 
tions by 9.40am. The cause 
of the fire was accidental.” 

Nobody from the pub was 
available to comment on 
the fire.

Protecting Ely’s 
finest assets 


A LIST is being drawn up to 
protect important and his¬ 
torical buildings in the Ely 
area - and residents are being 
urged to nominate their 
favourites. 

Officers at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council are launching a new 
project called ‘Buildings of 
Local Interest’. 

The scheme will see a special 
register being devised to iden¬ 
tify and formally recognise 
significant assets which 
define the district. 

Those assets can be every¬ 
thing from houses to bridges 
and war memorials to walls, 
as well as street furniture, 
monuments and designed 
landscapes. 

While inclusion on the list is 
not the same as being nation¬ 
ally listed, those which qualify 
will have their listing taken 
into consideration should 
they be involved in a planning 
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application. All the owners of 
nominated buildings and 
structures will then be con¬ 
sulted to allow them to make 
any representations. 

All comments received, both 
for and against, a nomination 
will be considered alongside 
the criteria by an independent 
panel of experts. 

Residents and organisations 
across the district are now 
being urged to nominate 
which assets they believe 
should be on the list. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman 
of the council’s development 
and transport committee, 
said: “Our district contains a 
great wealth and variety of 
buildings and structures of 
special significance which 
contribute to the character of 
our towns and villages. 


“These buildings help to 
reinforce local distinctiveness 
and sense of place but the 
majority are not nationally 
listed and not subject to spe¬ 
cific planning protection. 

“Inclusion on the ‘Buildings 
of Local Interest’ register will 
highlight the unsung heroes 
of our architectural heritage 
which are not as obvious as 
churches and grand halls but 
are important to communi¬ 
ties. 

“They could be structures 
such as the Second World War 
pill box that you used to play 
in as a child or the old pub on 
the corner - our aim is to con¬ 
sider anything which enriches 
our lives.”

Now community 
centre looks set 
to be demolished 


A FORMER community cen¬ 
tre with asbestos in its roof 
looks set to be demolished. 

Talks about the future of the 
Regal Community Centre in 
Hempfield Road, Littleport, 
have been ongoing for years. 

Local property developers 
Buckingham and Sparrow, 
who own the building, origi¬ 
nally wanted to give it to the 
parish council in return for 
permission to ditch the build¬ 
ing of social housing on a sep¬ 
arate site near the village’s 
Highfields Estate - a move 
which would save the centre 
from the bulldozers - howev¬ 
er that offer was refused. 

Last year the firm then 
wrote to all of the centre’s 
users, including the Vine 
Community Church, telling 
them that they had just weeks 
to move out of the building. 

It was a move which sparked 
fury among locals, who feared 
the company wanted to bull- 
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doze the facility and build 
new homes in its place. 

Since then, the two-storey 
building has stood empty but 
now it looks set to be knocked 
down as Buckingham and 
Sparrow bosses have applied 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning 
permission to demolish it. 

In their application they say 
the building is “beyond eco¬ 
nomic repair due to asbestos 
materials and structural 
defects”. 

They say the demolition 
would be carried out by a 
“specialist contractor in strict 
accordance with risk assess¬ 
ment and health and safety 
requirements, taking into 
account asbestos materials”. 

Speaking to Ely News last 
year, a spokeswoman for 
Buckingham and Sparrow 


said there were “no firm 
plans” to knock the facility 
down. 

She said: “We have written 
to the users of the centre as 
their leases run out on July 31. 

“The lease was meant to end 
last June but we extended it by 
more than a year so they have 
known this would be happen¬ 
ing for some time. 

“This is just standard proce¬ 
dure. There are no firm plans 
for the site yet so they are 
wrong to say it is going to be 
knocked down.” 

Nobody from the firm was 
available to comment on the 
fresh proposals. 

The decision lies with the 
district council and could be 
made within eight weeks.

City bypass is 
a step closer

PLANS to build a new bypass 
for Ely have moved a step for¬ 
ward. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Sue 
Austen, whose ward is Ely 
West, was the only member of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee who voted against the £30 
million Southern Bypass. 

The decision at the meeting 
last Wednesday does not 
mean the bypass proposals 
have been officially approved. 

However, the authority is a 
statutory consultee so the 
committee’s approval does 
take the proposals forward 
considerably. 

The bypass has been in the 
pipeline for more than a dec¬ 
ade. Last October 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council submitted a formal 
planning application. 

The scheme has been at the 
centre of controversy as while 
some say the bypass is the 
only way congestion will be 
reduced in the A142 and 
Station Road area, others fear 
the new route will spoil the 
views of Ely Cathedral and 
harm local wildlife. 

Speaking at the planning 
meeting, former Mayor of Ely, 




Cllr John Yates, who 
was representing the 
City of Ely Council, 
said: “The Southern 
Bypass is an essential 
component for the 
growth of Ely and East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“All local businesses consid¬ 
er it paramount and it will 
enhance the environment for 
all local residents. City coun¬ 
cillors unanimously support 
the proposals.” 

District and city councillor 
Lis Every, whose ward is Ely 
East, said: “The need for a 
solution to congestion on the 
A142 has been known for a 
very long time and we cannot 
afford to let this go on for any 
longer. Please act now. We 
need this bypass for the well¬ 
being of Ely and the whole of 
East Cambridgeshire.” 

County and district council¬ 
lor Bill Hunt, who represents 
Stretham ward, also pleaded 
for the committee to give the 


green light to the 
proposals, which 
were being recom¬ 
mended for approval 
by planning officer 
Scott Jackson. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, whose 
ward is Ely North, proposed 
that the plans were approved 
and that was seconded by Cllr 
Peter Moakes, who represents 
Sutton ward. 

Cllr Rouse, a local author 
and historian, said: “Of course 
the bypass is going to have an 
impact on the landscape but it 
will only have an impact on a 
few people from one particu¬ 
lar direction. 

“As much as we must respect 
Ely Cathedral I don’t think for 
one minute the cathedral 
itself would get planning per¬ 
mission today.” 

The district council’s 
approval will now play a big 
part in the final decision on 
the scheme, which lies with 
the county council.

Isn’t this complaint a bit late? 

WE are writing, with some incredulity, 
following last week’s article in Ely News, in 
which it is stated that Ely City councillors are 
concerned that the new bar Ta Bouche “could 
create too much noise”. 

Where have these councillors been during the 
last nine months because we thought that the 
City Council got notice of all relevant 
applications for consideration, but maybe not. 
The following will explain. 

In May 2013 an application was made by Ta 
Bouche for change of signage and installation 
of shed for storage on the site. 

In the Ely News of 11 July 2013 an article gave 
details of Ta Bouche taking over the restaurant 
and making it into a “Tapas and Cocktail Bar”, 
with East Cambridgeshire District Councillor 
Richard Hobbs saying “we are in advanced 
negotiations with a leading operator to run the 

restaurant.and hope to announce an 

agreement in the very near future”. 

A decision on plans was expected within eight 
weeks. 

In Ely News of 18 July 2013 there was a 
licensing application on behalf of Ta Bouche 
for the hours 7am to 1.30am on Sundays and 
7am to 2am on Fridays and Saturdays for on 
and off sales, saying that objections should be 
made to the Licensing Section at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council (ECDC). We 
objected because we anticipated that there 
could be noise nuisance. 

It transpired that ten people objected, 
including ourselves, and as a result we received 
a letter dated 12 August 2013, inviting us to a 
“Representation Mediation Meeting” at the 
restaurant, on 15 August 2013. The owner, new 
manager, ECDC Licensing Officer, Police 
Licensing Officer and some of those who had 
objected were present. 

We were given a “Supporting Document for 
Licence Application” by the owner which gave 
very full information on the intended use of 
the restaurant. 

Strong representation was made by the 
members of the public present, and on behalf 
of others, about the noise concerns related to 
the planned opening hours for the inside and 
outside areas. 

The ECDC Licensing Officer told us that the 
licensing hours were the same as those 
currently in operation and as there was no 
change of use couldn’t be challenged and Ta 
Bouche had not needed to publicise the hours 
but had done so as a courtesy to the public. 

For the City Council to now come up with the 
noise aspect seems way too late, albeit that 
there is the question of the children’s play area 
which is an entirely different issue and 
unlikely to present a noise problem as one 
would assume that children will not be playing 
until the early hours of a morning. 

The existing outside seating area is more likely 
to be a noise problem. 

Surely ECDC and the City Council should have 
got these fundamental issues resolved before 
any Council Tax Payers’ money was spent on 
separating the two parts of the buildings? 

We and other residents have been saying for at 
least two years that the restaurant should be a 
family friendly place rather than a late night 
drinking venue.

Can you help our research? 

THE Farmland Museum and Denny Abbey 
very gratefully received a donation of a farm 
wagon which was purchased at the Royal 
Agricultural show in Cambridge in 1922 by 
Littleport farmers the Martins. The wagon had 
stayed on their farm at Ten Mile Bank until a 
few weeks ago when it was transported to the 
Museum near Waterbeach. 

After some conservation work it will be put on 
display in our 16th century threshing barn, 
which is having a makeover for the start of the 
2014 season, opening on April 1st. 

We know a lot about the wagon’s history 
thanks to it staying on the same farm since its 
purchase; one of its many jobs was to take farm 
produce like potatoes, down Ten Mile Bank to 
the goods yard at Littleport station. It is this 
part of its history we want to explore. 


The wagon tells the story of how rail transport 
enabled farmers to move their produce quicker 
and create a national farming economy from 
the late 19th century onward. 

To help illustrate this we are looking for 
photographs of the goods yard at Littleport and 
would like to hear if any of the readers have 
any photographs or memories of the yard while 
it was still in use. 

Ordnance survey maps show the footprint for 
a substantial goods shed which was replaced in 
the 1950s with the concrete ‘provender’ store 
now part of the boat yard. We would be 
particularly interested to hear if any one can 
remember what the original building looked 
like, but are as equally interested to have a 
picture of the yard from any time from 1900s to 
the 1950s.

Turbines: Some more facts

I am not against green energy and have had 
solar panels for some time, but I feel strongly 
that there are better places for these turbines. 

I would be interested to hear Mr Hart’s views if 
these wind turbines were to be put 630m from 
his back yard.

Delight as grand 
design for green 
home is approved 


FILM crews from the 
Channel 4 show Grand 
Designs could soon be 
descending on the village of 
Wentworth. 

Barry and Maureen 
Woodbine are delighted that 
their ground breaking plans 
to build an eco-friendly prop¬ 
erty in the village near Ely 
were finally approved. 

The couple, who have lived 
in the village for around 30 
years, have been trying to 
secure planning permission 
to build a ‘Passive House’ 
beside their home, in Main 
Street, for around five years. 

And despite being recom¬ 
mended by officers to refuse 
the application, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee has given the develop¬ 
ment the green light. 

The decision will see the 
couple building a single-sto¬ 
rey home which is entirely 
carbon neutral. 

The property will boast 
solar water heating, insula-

tion 500mm thick, photovol¬ 
taic tiles, triple glazing and 
sustainable timer framing. 

There are around 30,000 
‘Passive Houses’ in the world, 
of which there are believed to 
be only 12 in East Anglia - 
and none in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Adam Tuck, director of 
PlanSurv Limited, the appli¬ 
cants’ agents, said: “The truly 
innovative design was con¬ 
sidered sufficient justifica¬ 
tion for the location of the 
house outside the settlement 
boundary. 

“We are delighted to have 
been involved in this first for 
East Cambridgeshire and 
hope that it will raise the bar 
in sustainable design across 
the East of England.” 

Planning officer Yvette 
Mooney was advising the 
committee to refuse the pro¬ 
posals, saying the property 
would be sited outside the vil¬ 


lage’s settlement boundary 
and that it would “upset the 
existing form and character 
of the area”. 

However, members went 
against those recommenda¬ 
tions and approved the plans. 

Speaking to Ely News, Mrs 
Woodbine, said: “We’re abso¬ 
lutely delighted and we’d like 
to thank the committee for 
their decision. 

“We’re so happy - we’ve 
been trying to secure plan¬ 
ning permission for around 
five years. 

“Our proposals are exactly 
what the Government wants 
to see more of and we hope it 
will encourage people to 
build more eco-friendly prop¬ 
erties in the area. 

“Researchers for Grand 
Designs indicated that they 
would be interested in film¬ 
ing the build if planning per¬ 
mission was granted and now 
that has happened we will be 
contacting them very soon. 

“We just can’t wait to start 
building.”

Revamp for a post 
office, but not in Ely 


ELY’S post office might still be oper¬ 
ating from a portable building in a 
car park - but a branch around seven 
miles away is set for a major revamp. 

Bosses at Post Office Ltd have 
announced that their branch in 
Sutton is going to be transformed into 
a modern, open-plan facility with 
extended opening hours. 

The post office, which operates from 
the village’s One Stop Shop, in High 
Street, will be open for an extra 59 
hours each week. 

Post Office regional manager, Will 
Russell, said: “We understand how 
important having a post office is to 
residents in Sutton and we are confi¬ 
dent that this new modern branch 
will meet the needs of the local com¬ 
munity and secure services for the 
future. 

“The modernisation is part of a 
major investment programme to con¬ 
vert the Post Office network to new- 
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style branches and this investment, 
the largest in the history of the Post 
Office, makes a commitment to the no 
more branch closure programmes.” 

The branch will close for the refurb 
on Saturday, February 22 at 12.30pm 
and will re-open on Friday, February 
28 at 1pm. 

The nearest branches to Sutton are 
in Haddenham and Mepal and Post 
Office bosses are providing a free bus 
service to Haddenham during the 
refurb so that people do not use Ely’s 
branch. 

Mr Russell said: “We are taking the 
unusual step to provide a temporary 
bus service during this short closure 
of this branch as there is no bus ser¬ 
vice to the nearest alternative post 
office. 

“Those using public transport would 


be likely to visit Ely post office and as 
that branch is currently working near 
to capacity from a temporary portable 
building it would be preferable for 
people to visit Haddenham or Mepal 
post offices.” 

The first bus will leave Sutton’s One 
Stop Shop at 10am, every hour on the 
hour until 4pm. 

ThereturnjourneyfromHaddenham 
is at 10.45am and every hour until 
4.45pm. 

The hunt is still on to find a perma¬ 
nent home for Ely’s post office, which 
has been operating out of a portable 
building in the city’s Paradise Leisure 
Centre car park since November. 

Post Office Ltd says it is working 
“extremely hard” to find a permanent 
solution.

MR calls on young to vote

MP Jim Paice is urging young peo¬ 
ple in the Ely area to register to 
vote. 

The UK’s first official National 
Voter Registration Day (NVRD) was 
held last week and Sir Jim, who is 
MP for South East Cambridgeshire, 
is calling on all his young constitu¬ 
ents to do just that. 

NVRD, organised by Bite the 
Ballot, aims to get 250,000 young 
people aged 16-24 to register to vote 
for the first time. 

Last Wednesday was the anniver¬ 
sary of the Great Reform Act 1832 
which first introduced voter regis¬ 
tration, but 180 years later, despite 
the extension of voting rights to all 



men and women aged over 18, those 
aged 18-24 are under-represented 
on the electoral register and least 
likely to turn out and vote in elec¬ 
tions. 


At the last General Election only 
44 per cent of those aged 18-24 voted 
compared with 76 per cent of those 
aged over 65. 

Sir Jim, pictured, said: “It is vital 
that young people take the time to 
register to vote now so that when 
elections come round they are auto¬ 
matically sent a polling card and 
able to vote. 

“By registering to vote a young 
person is effectively telling the can¬ 
didates at an election that theirs is a 
vote worth winning.” 

NVRD is an annual day of coordi¬ 
nated action which saw businesses, 
community groups and schools reg¬ 
istering thousands of eligible young 
voters, showing them how and why 
they should take part in our demo¬ 
cratic system. 


Sir Jim has written to all second¬ 
ary schools in his constituency 
encouraging them to run events to 
encourage their students to register 
and attended one such event at 
Bottisham Village College on Friday. 

Lucy Frazer QC, the Conservative 
prospective parliamentary candi¬ 
date for South East Cambridgeshire, 
also attended the event. 

She said: “It is important that 
young people get their voice heard 
on issues they care about. 

“I hope by going into schools and 
talking to students we will make 
some steps to engage young people 
in our democratic process.”

Old butchers 
shop to be 
turned into a 
delicatessen 


PLANS to turn a former butchers 
shop into a delicatessen have 
been approved. 

The former Hills, Harnwell and 
Rutterford butchers shop in High 
Street, Sutton, has been at the 
centre of controversy for around 
two years. 

Its previous owners wanted to 
turn the premises into a takeaway, 
however both planning applica¬ 
tions submitted failed. 

Last spring, local fish and chip 
shop owners, Mark and Peter 
Petrou, then applied for planning 
permission to turn the shop into a 
delicatessen and cafe. 

The proposals were welcomed 
by local residents, as well as the 
parish council, however there 
were concerns over the ‘hot food 
takeaway’ element of the scheme. 

But following extensive discus¬ 
sions with officers at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
the brothers decided to alter that 
part of the proposals. 

The plans were given the green 
light by the council’s planning 
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committee, subject to conditions. 

Planning officer Ann Caffall 
said: “Provided the cooking or 
heating of products for eating off 
the premises remains ancillary to 
the primary activity of the delica¬ 
tessen and cafe, then officers con¬ 
sider the proposed mix of uses is 
acceptable.” 

Among those in support of the 
plans was Lucy Baker, of 
Vermuyden Gardens. 

She said: “I fully support the use 
of the old butchers shop both for 
retail of fresh food as a delicates¬ 
sen and also the proposed use as a 
small cafe. 

“This would be an excellent local 
facility and provide good variety 
in the village.” 

Among the conditions agreed by 
the committee were that the 
premises will open from 8am- 
7pm Monday to Friday and 8am- 
8pm on Saturdays. Delivery times 
will be restricted to the same.

NEW Public Health England 
data has revealed that 65 per 
cent of Cambridgeshire adults 
are overweight or obese. 

The figures, broken down into 
local authority areas, show for 
the first time the variation in 
the numbers of people over¬ 
weight or obese across the 
country and in the East of 
England the range is 61.8 per 
cent to 70.8 per cent, with the 
national average at 64 per cent. 

As a whole, the East of 
England comes in at 65.1 per 
cent of adults being obese or 
overweight, compared to 57.3 
per cent in London, which is 
the lowest, and 68 per cent in 
the north east. 

Tim Megginson, 26, is a per¬ 
sonal trainer from Ely who 
runs the city’s Body Shape 
Fitness Camps. 

He says a lack of education 
and confusion is what is put-

ting so many people into the 
overweight or obese brackets. 

Tim said: “I think the main 
reason people are overweight is 
purely down to confusion and a 
lack of knowledge. 

“People do not know what to 
eat or what to do to become 
more healthy, and yet it’s sim¬ 
ple. They need to forget the fad 
diets and quick fix options 
which, sadly, so many people 
think will help them. 

“People need to start eating 
healthier foods - incorporating 
them into their daily lives 


instead of just now and again. 

“Starving yourself is not good 
for you, but eating natural, 
whole, healthy food is. 

“Secondly, people need to 
start moving more. That does 
not mean you have to start run¬ 
ning on a daily basis or joining 
a boot camp. 

“It means just moving when¬ 
ever you have the opportunity 
to do so - walking the children 
to school if you can, walking to 
the shop instead of driving 
there.” 

Speaking about the figures for 
Cambridgeshire, Tim said: “I’m 
actually quite surprised that so 
manypeopleinCambridgeshire 
are overweight. 

“We live in a beautiful area 
where there is so much open 
space and so many more 
opportunities to keep fit than 
there are for people in cities. 

“We also have an abundance 
of natural, healthy foods avail¬ 
able on our doorsteps - there 
really aren’t any excuses.”

Homes plan ‘still 


PLANNING permission for a 
major housing development 
in Littleport is due to expire 
next month. 

On March 23, 2011, proposals 
to build 39 new properties on 
the Old Station Goods Yard, in 
Station Road, were approved 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

As with many planning appli¬ 
cations, one of the conditions 
was that work on the develop¬ 
ment had to commence within 
three years of it being 
approved.

Stephen Layn, has not yet 
started, and as a result Mr Layn 
has now applied for the condi¬ 
tions of the proposals to be 
discharged, which would 
extend the timescale. 

Speaking to Ely News, he said: 
“The reason work hasn’t start¬ 
ed yet is purely down to how 
the economy has been over the 
last three years. 

“There went from being quite 
a few developers interested in 
buying the site to literally 
none, but thankfully I now 


have several developers who 
are interested. 

“I have applied for the condi¬ 
tions to be discharged, which 
in effect is applying for an 
extension of the timescale. 

“I want to keep the applica¬ 
tion alive and I’m meeting with 
those developers who are 
interested in the site as we 
speak. 

“This promises to be an excit¬ 
ing, quite unique development 
and something which 
Littleport hasn’t really seen 
before, and I’d expect building 
work to start by the end of the 
year or early next year.”

The plans approved by the 
council in 2011 were for a 
mixed development of 39 prop¬ 
erties, of which 12 would be 
affordable housing.

Unleashing their creative sides 


A RELATIONSHIP break-up turned 
ugly when a woman drove a car into 
her former girlfriend in an Ely car 
park after spitting in her face. 

Hannah Lock hit and injured two 
women in the Paradise Leisure 
Centre car park following a night of 
threats, intimidation and violence 
between the warring ex-lovers and 
their friends, a court was told. 

The 21-year-old, who admitted 
affray, was spared jail and given a 
one-year community order, during 
which she must do 200 hours of 
unpaid work in the community. 

James Earle, prosecuting, 
described how the emotive situation 
escalated between Lock and her for¬ 
mer lover Victoria Lockwood on 
April 29, a couple of days after the 
pair split. 

Abusive text messages were 
exchanged and threats were made 
outside a pub before it became vio¬ 
lent in the car park between two sets 
of women, he said. 

Mr Earle added: “It came to a point 
where Hannah Lock put her face up 
to Victoria Lockwood’s and said ‘I’m 
going to make your life hell’.

“It appeared that the defendant 
was going to walk away but she 
didn’t, she turned and she spat 
deliberately in Victoria Lockwood’s 
face.” 

The defendant, of Holme Lane, 
Little Downham, then got into her 
car and drove into her former lover 
and one of her friends at an esti¬ 
mated 9mph. 

Mr Earle said: “She hit her [Victoria 
Lockwood] to the right thigh and 
she went over the car, over the wind¬ 
screen and fell to the ground. It was 
only then that she realised she was 
not the only one to be hit by the 
defendant’s car.” 

Richard Spence, mitigating, said 
his client drove away from one of the 
women who was banging on her car 
and she did not see the two women 
she hit. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, sitting 
at Cambridge Crown Court, said 
she did not have to go to jail because 
of her previous good character and 
the low speed at which she was 
driving.

Taking 

Punt 


STEVE Punt kind of remembers the first time he 
met his future comedy companion, Hugh Dennis. 

“I pretty much do,” he says vaguely, going on 
to explain how they almost definitely met in 
their second year at Cambridge (Dennis was 
reading geography at St John’s, Punt English at St 
Catharine’s). 

When he wasn't being tapped up as a potential 
MI5 recruit, the student Dennis was in a comedy 
show at the ADC and Punt and a group of fellow 
Footlights members had "heard on the grapevine 
that there was someone in it who was very good 
at doing voices. None of us were very good at 
doing voices, so we thought let's go and check 
this guy out." Inevitably they met afterwards in 
the Park Street theatre's bar. Well, so he thinks: 

"I was in the ADC bar quite a lot. . ." They were 
all introduced and Punt went for the upfront 
approach: "We said we want to nick your funny 
voices." 

The following year they got better acquainted 
while on tour with the Footlights summer revue. 
"We all got to know each other pretty well doing 
that," remembers Punt. "Particularly doing that 
on a student budget. Ha, we all got very used to 
arguing over the bill for things, there was an awful 
lot of ‘I didn't have any garlic bread'." 

From the outside, Footlights has the aura of 
a magical talent factory that churns out stars 
(alonside his and Punt's sterling work on Radio 
4's long-running The Now Show, Dennis is a 
familiar face from Outnumbered and Mock the 
Week): what was it like being on the inside of the 
machine? 

"It was a slightly odd feeling because it was one 
of those things that you know about before you

get there; it carries this reputation with it. I went 
up thinking it's probably really, really difficult to 
get in," admits Punt, who recently played one of 
his Footlights forebears, the uncannily similar Eric 
Idle, in a Monty Python biopic. "It looks like quite 
an elitist thing from the outside, but actually it's 
quite a democratic way of doing things because it's 
the audience who decides which stuff works," he 
adds, alluding to Footlights 'smoker' nights where 
wannabe members turn up, get on stage and hope 
to wrangle a laugh from the audience. 

Punt ended up writing for the revue show in 
his first year and eventually became president of 
the society. Would he have ended up in the same 
career now - screenwriting, starring in sketch 
shows and writing comedy scripts - if he hadn't 
joined? 

"I like to think I would have ended up still doing 
the same thing but I wouldn't have had that level 
of experience or that confidence you get from 
doing a 15-town tour even though you're still only 
a student," he muses. "I think it gave us both the 
confidence to go and start doing gigs in London 
after we left which might have been a bit more 
nerve racking if we hadn't been to Edinburgh. 

"But having said that, certainly at that time, 
the late 80s, the last thing you wanted was to be 
introduced as (putting on a very posh voice) 'and 
here they are, straight down from Cambridge,' 
that was instant death!"

Jane Asher 


I’M just thankful Jane Asher is 
so nice and polite, writes Ella 
Walker. 

She was probably already 
braced for the question, 
because, even 50 years later, 
it's impossible to escape 
queries about an ex-boyfriend 
that famous. 

I couldn't not ask though 
could I? She did go out with a 
Beatle. 

But aside from the slightly 
awkward Paul McCartney 
quizzing and alerting her to a 
raft of fake Twitter accounts 
spewing stuff about her private 
life, our chat went quite 
well . . . 

The actress, businesswoman 
and queen of the frosted cake 
world is starring in a new 
adaptation of Penelope Lively's 
Booker Prize-winning novel, 
Moon Tiger, at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre. 


It starts with 70-year-old 
Claudia Hampton (Asher) on 
her death bed, daydreaming of 
writing the history of the world 
using her own life as a graph to 
plot it on. 

The first time it has been 


staged, the story spirals 
through Claudia's past, tracking 
her loves, her losses and her 
regrets, plastered against a 
backdrop of war, incest and 
literary fame. 

Jane hadn't read the book, 
which is notoriously complex, 
before seeing the script but 
was instantly drawn to the 
character of Claudia. 

"I'm very fond of Claudia. 
She's difficult, in fact there's 
a website called 'hard to 
like heroines' on which she 
figures!'' she says with a 
tinkling laugh. "I know what 
they mean, she's quite abrasive, 
she's really doesn't suffer 
fools gladly, she appears to 
be relatively unpleasant about 
her own daughter which is not 
a very attractive trait, highly 
intelligent, very knowledgeable, 
had a very interesting life, but I 
think throughout the book, and 


the play, you understand why 
she's like she is." 

The play has already been 
reducing audiences to tears 
("I hate to say I'm glad to 
make them cry but it makes 
me cry so I hoped that'd come 
across to the audience,'') and 
she admits, on the face of it, 
the plot does sound a little 
"gloomy”, but promises it 
has elements of lightness too, 
explaining how her son likened 
it to the sweeping sagas of 
Atonement and The English 
Patient. 

"It's very zappy and modern 
in a way," she buzzes. 

And apparently Penelope 
Lively is "thrilled with it" and 
apparently she can be "quite 
scary" and "a bit of a Claudia 
herself" at times. 

If it's good enough for 
Penelope, it's good enough 
for us.

Survivors 

after floods 


WHILE the incessant rain may have left gardeners* 
water butts overflowing, it has also inevitably 
claimed its share of casualties. 

Waterlogged plants, nutrients leached from 
the soil and pest and disease problems can all 
result from consistently wet conditions, and those 
gardeners with poor drainage systems are likely to 
be the hardest hit. 

When soil is waterlogged, 
plants literally drown. Water 
fills all the air spaces between 
the soil particles and this 
prevents oxygen from reaching 
the roots. In turn, this causes 
the soil to stagnate and 
prevents root growth. 

If plants look a bit sickly after 
a week or two of solid rain 
the minerals may have been 
washed away. Restore the 
vigour of plants by giving them 
a dose of liquid seaweed fertiliser. 

"It's absolutely vital that one doesn't walk on 
the soil when it's this wet because you compact 
it and destroy its structure. Don't dig it or disturb 
it but leave it to its own devices until the tide 
goes out," says Guy Barter, head of RHS advisory 
service. 

Plants likely to be worst affected include 


those from dry climates such as lavender and 
rosemary, while lawns can also suffer as a result 
of excessively wet weather, he notes. Don't mow 
the lawn in wet weather or even walk on it, as the 
pressure can cause structural damage, especially 
to those grown from seed in spring - most 
established lawns can cope with excessive rainfall. 

Barter advises gardeners to 
shelter pots of lavender and 
other container plants by a wall, 
or even put waterlogged pots 
on their side for a few days to 
allow them to drain a little. You 
may need to repot them in the 
spring, as the compost may be 
spent. 

But the wet weather isn't all 
doom and gloom for gardeners. 

"Paradoxically, lawns will be 
growing in these temperatures," 
points out Barter. 

"While in the vegetable garden vegetables will 
still be growing, so leeks will thrive and cabbages 
will still be swelling slowly through this weather. 

By April many things will have come good." 

Bulbs shouldn't be affected by the continuous 
rainfall either, he says. 

"They are really good at surviving this sort of 
thing. Snowdrops and daffodils in particular are

excellent at adapting. Bulbs are generally very 
tolerant of wet soil. 

"We might even get a better show of bulbs 
because in conditions like this they will be 
photosynthesising in the increased light as the 
year progresses." 

Herbaceous perennials renew a large part of 
their root system annually, so they can recover 
from soggy conditions. Perennials also have 
shallow root systems so they can flourish in 
situations with a high water table. 

Most, including those such as hardy geraniums 
and autumn-flowering asters, that do not 
normally live in wet environments can cope well 
with wet conditions. 

Plants with big, lush green leaves thrive in really 
wet weather. Rodgersias, rheum (ornamental 
rhubarb) and hostas are well-known moisture 
lovers. Conversely, avoid anything with small, 
leathery or grey leaves. 

Alpines, particularly the succulent ones or 
those with hairy leaves such as sedums and some 


sempervivums (houseleeks), are vulnerable to wet 
weather, so if you haven't yet covered them with 
cloches, do so before it's too late. 

Don't plant bare-root shrubs such as roses until 
the soil has dried out a little, Barter advises. 

"Gardeners will have rose bushes and trees and 
fruit bushes and turf ready to go out and they 
must keep that protected because it will be a rush 
trying to get everything planted when the soil 
finally dries up in February, March or even April. 
Gardeners need to keep their new plants in good 
condition ready for the happy day when they can 
put them out," he says. 

Of course, pests come into their own in wet 
weather and the number one culprit is the snail. 

Barter says: "You often find bulb flowers being 
damaged by slugs and snails. I find putting down 
an old cabbage leaf (held down by a stone) next 
to plants which are being attacked works well as a 
trap. Slug pellets don't normally work at this time 
of year because the slugs aren't moving enough to 
find them."

Buster bags two 
in Soham victory 


BUSTER Harradine netted twice as Soham 
came from behind to beat Dereham 3-1 and 
go top of the Ryman League, North Division 
on Tuesday night. 

The Greens fell behind in the 17th minute, 
but they were soon level as Harradine found 
the net from close range. 

And Harradine then took full advantage of a 
goalkeeping error to put Steve Fallon’s team 
2-1 up seven minutes before the break. 

Harradine was replaced by Ben Sawyer in 
the second half, and it was Sawyer who got 
Soham’s third goal to seal the win. 

The Greens are now three points clear of 
VCD Athletic at the top of the table, but their 
nearest rivals have a whopping six games in 
hand. 

Meanwhile, Soham manager Fallon believes 
keeping their discipline on the field is key to 
his team’s chances of success this season. 

The Greens are currently leading the way in 


the Ryman League, North Division Respect 
table, which ranks sides on cards for dissent 
and foul and abusive language, along with the 
technical area marks awarded by referees on 
the behaviour of the management teams. 

The club will collect a cheque for £1,000 if 
they finish there at the end of the season. 

But boss Fallon’s motivation is simply to 
ensure his side focus on themselves rather 
than the officials. 

“It’s not about being top of the Respect table 
or fair play league, it’s about doing things the 
right way,” he said. 

“I think your team is a reflection of the bench 
and if you’re on the sidelines shouting at the 
officials then your team tend to be like that as 
well. 

“We just leave the referees and linesmen to 
get on with their jobs. 

“Most of them do a good job, they’re honest 
and they just give what they see, whether it’s 


right or wrong. 

“If you start worrying about what they’re 
doing then you’re not focusing on yourself and 
what you should be doing.” 

Soham have yet to have a man sent off this 
season and have picked up just 31 bookings in 
all competitions, averaging less than one per 
game. 

Their approach has helped put them in 
contention for the North Division title. 

“Ninety to 95 per cent of bookings are 
avoidable,” said Fallon. 

“You might be unlucky with a few silly 
tackles, but things like dissent and kicking the 
ball away can be avoided. 

“Those are the sort of players I like - ones 
who are honest, hard-working and just get on 
with it.”
